• CHANGING THE puliUcdtion date of the HATCHET 
from Tuesday to Thursday has meant new deadlines 
for stories and pictures. 

These deadlines must be met In order that paces 
Dorothy Snyder can be madeup and that stories can be proof-read and 
checked. 

To enable the page editors and copy editors to 
properly prepare their pages at a reasonable hour— 
not two ami three in the morning as was the previous 
custom — copy for the social pages such as news for 
Foggy Bottom, Slide Rule Slut, and other columns, 
date lists and artkdes about meeting, initiation, parties, 
dances, etc. must be turned into the HATCHET office, 
20th and G Sts., by Saturday aftanooa. Advertise- 
ments and feature material also has a Saturday dead- 
line. 

Pages one and seven are prepared at the same time 
and the very latest date that copy for sports page or 
news stories to be in is Sunday nig^t. exceptions 
will be at the discretion of the news editor. 

Thera is also a limit to the time a picture can be 
sent to the engravers. Therefore, all pictures must 
be taken and proofs in the hands of the page editors 
by Saturday. 

It is to the advantage of aU organizatians, faculty, 
and students, and to the University in general, that 
they meet these deadlines so the paper can give full 
and accurate coverage. Thus the HATCHET can main- 
tain harmony among the students, fandty, and ad- 
vertisers, and can keep the staff ewn, sane and sober.

Periodical Questions 

* AGAIN THE montonous question of "Shall the 
Cbsrnr Tree Be Kept Alive?" Is before the student 
bedy%nd only the students, through their support of 
the Cherry Tree Subscription Drive which began today, 
win determine its fate. 

In the past months there have been other questions 
such as; do the students want a yearbook; doet tha 
fMolty approve; is it 'worth the money; ^ it feaaible 
in a coU^ of both day and night studanta; Is thm 
a better means of preserving memories of college days. 
Ihey have been discussed, argued and even polked. 

This fell there was a new wrinkle and e choice of 
(1) obtaining $1,500 from the Univeraity to publish a 
larger book free from flnenelal worries, <2) having a 
rsidica of the prevloua none toe origtnel anauala on a 
•eif-supparting baais, or (3) chopping down tha 
. preeent Cherry Tiee and planting a seadllng in ite 
place. 

;< The staff apparently was laboring under a misap- 
) prehension when it received the administration's ap- 
proval of its editors last spring. Contracts were signed 
with both the printers and professional photographers, 
grri dsfinite publication ptem were made. As the pro- 
■ Council budget came under discussion. It became 
"most obvious that the Univarsity frowned upon sup- 
porting anything resembling our yearbooks of past 
years.^ 

Tha administration refused to contribute $1,500 or 
any sum of money to the present yearbook but offered 
as a substitute the POSSIBIUTT of a quarterly review 
flaanced by the University and sent to all students as 
the Hatchet la now. The journallstically-inlnded Stu- 
dent CbuncU voted to support the present type year- 
book later backing its action by a vote to delinltely un- 
derwrite the 1946 Cbeiry Tne. 

At present the problem is far from solved. The year- 
book staff goes ahead wttii its plans, 'the University 
remaining non-committal except for tbe fact that the 
estimates for the quarterly review, prevkntsly sub- 
mitted to President Marvin by the Ooundl, have been 
reteried to the Publicatibn Committee and there await 
action. 

The Hatchet poll of students' and alunud's views 
Indleate that there la a large number who want a 
record at their ctelege years. A University of 8,000 
needs a memory book, a memorial to students, talmts 
developed over the years. 

In tet a adlege with such an enroUraent could wdl 
hewe botii the yearbook and the proposed quarterly re-' 
view. Now ttet the war has enM and profemts 
havt become more plentiful, the University should be 
al^le to reinstate the joumaUem deper t ment and pro- 
vide atudents with tte proper trainiag to edit ilist- 
daiit jiffiUcatiana. ’ In ibis way, only, can our piRiliat- 
tU^%r tmprovad and hnr pcilodieale bon.

The possibility of using exemption tram finals as 
an Incentive to raiae grades might well be consideted 
here, I bdleve. This method seems to have some 
prominence in other schools across tha country 
seems also to facing results. ' 


Installation of this system would begin with an 
announcement of the effective starting £te and the 
necessary grade level to attain exemption. A "B" 
average In a subject over a semester, for eximple, 
would excuse the student from the grind of "Biuls" 
and this average would be recorded as his final grade; 
The student would not, of course, be denied the privi- 
lege of taking any examination if he so desired, and 
the grade would be computed in the regular manner. 


Many students, who do not try for top grades, 
would mike an unusual effort to improve their grades, 
in order to be freed from the actual final written ex- 
amination. Student consideration should be given to 
this matter as wen as faculty. This plan should be 
acted upon Immediately, if at all. in order that it 
could be used next semester.
